The place the silver-bearing solder is reccommended is on the ceramic 


terminal strips in some Tek scopes. These white ceramic strips have 
plated-on metallic contacts in the notches where the wires go. The 
special solder prevents the plating from separating from the ceramic. 
The scopes with these terminals were shipped with a small roll of 
appropriate solder mounted inside. 

Interestingly enough, Radio Shack carries silver bearing solder in 
affordable amounts as a similar situation exists with some modern 
surface-mount components. 

Also, I've always felt that, if I was just replacing a component or 
two, and if I was leaving the majority of the original solder in the 
joint, adding a little 60/40 to finish the job was unlike to cause a 
problem.

Hi! 


I might point out that a couple of very good, English-language amateur 
radio magazines xdox exist: WIA's "Amateur Radio" and RSGB's "RadCom." 

"RadCom" is the thicker of the two, and runs at least a couple of good 
constuction articles in every issue, along with Pat Hawker's "Technical 
Topics" column (imagine the BA-list style expanded to cover just about 
xevery*x aspect of the hobby and you're close), "In Practice" a hands-on 
Q&A column, and the "Down To Earth" section, filled with really xgoodx 
articles for the beginner. (And a wonderful pun in the title, the kind of 
thing you can't hardly beat). 

(Downside, RSGB was evasive on the phone--this month's RadCom has an 
editorial implying RSGB will not be very much in favor of retaining the 
Morse requirement for HF tickets at the next WARC. I do plan to send ‘em 
a polite but unhappy letter; none of my biz how the G-calls want British 
ham radio to run but when an organization to which I belong sez they'll 
not back the code on a xworld* level, I have somethin' to say). 


"AR" usually has two or more good construction articles per issue--some 
are small but xdarned* useful, as in recent ones about HB ferrite-rod 
baluns and a high-power attenuator (a dummy load with useful output, very 
handy thing). The January issue is at hand--tech. articles include "The 
Clemens Match" with a lot of good constructional dope, "A Three-Chip 
Electronic Morse Keyer," which includes a hb paddle of sideswiperish 
construction, and "VHF/UHF Signal Generator," a clever little gadget, 
though lacking in tubes. Plus "Ross A. Hull -- VHF Pioneer," a vy fb 
thumbnail of the man's life with good coverage of his ground-breaking VHF 
work, and "A Man Of Vision," about xveryx early wireless work in the 
Island Continent. "Pounding Brass," a regular column, covers every aspect 
of Morse operation--keys, procedures, and so on. 


Subscriptions to either one are not much more than to the US mags, and 
include membership in the related societies (actually it's the other way 
around but for comparision purposes we'll take it backwards). 

I rate both of 'em ahead of US general ham mag efforts--far more 
hands-on and with a far greater proportion of "mid-level" projects, the 
sort of stuff a decent ham can build, in between the "You CAN Solder" 
level and the stuff that takes an EPROM burner and a lab-ful of RF & DSP 
junk to do. Our mags are trying hard, I think--but they have to pull in 
the codeless Techs and the "hands-OFF" folks who constitute such a big 
chunk of the readership. (Now personally, I won't have a computer in my 


shack, nor radio gear I can't open up and mess with, nor have I ever seen 
a need for a no-code license [there being other radio services for such 
things]; but that's probably just me being a dreadful semi-Luddite). 


Gotta go--we're throwin’ wooden shoes in the automated looms at 11 and 
I promised not to be late....

Please accept this periodic posting as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
intended to improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
as an effort to maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise 
ratio... 


The list culture is to include only those portions of a prior post 
that are required to maintain the context of your comments. We have 
always tried to reduce the amount of "chaf" on the list, and this 
is one way. 


In private mail between you, a subscriber, and me,, as list manager, 
I really don't care one way or the other, but when posting to the list, 
there are at least two issues of concern: 


one, the increased bandwidth from including extra text. 
With the trial subscriptions and full members, the number of copies 
of each post mailed out change the impact of each extra word so that 
each single character becomes 1,000 characters of mail! 


second, when not editing out included text, it sends a not too subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time to be 
more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 600-700 readers 


on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 

This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 


easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.

Dear BA'ers, 


It is not common knowledge that Canadian science played a pivotol role 
during World War II in every important area. Some of the inventions were 
purely Canadian. In many other cases, Canadians worked in conjunction 
with American and British scientists on numerous, secret projects. To 
give this a 'BA slant', here are two interesting passages which I read 
in the radar section alone. 


x The process to construct the plywood in the famous Mosquito bomber was 
developed in Canada and in particular the solution for curing the 
adhesive was nettlesome at first. The amount of heat required to cure 
the glue in the interior of the plywood would cause damage to the 
exterior. Someone suggested using microwave energy but the power output 
of the magnetrons of those days was not consistent and there were no 
instruments capable of calibrating the strength and uniformity of the 
beam of energy that might be used to cure the glue in the plywood. 
Legend has it, that one night, a National Research Council scientist was 
watching his wife Evelyn prepare and bake several batches of cookies. It 
suddenly occured to him that the dough for cookies could be heated by a 
magnetron and serve as a ‘power calibrator'. (Could this be called the 
Pillsbury Power Meter?) Evelyn was persuaded to relinquish some of her 
cookie dough to test the concept and the experiment proved successful. 
Perhaps, among its many post-war consequences, wartime science may have 
provided the origin of microwave cooking. 


* When centrimetric radar was first being developed, there were no such 
things as slipjoints for the waveguide. The transmitter, receiver, 
antenna and the operators position were mounted on the same rotating 


platform and enclosed in a cabin. When the equipment was assembled for a 
preliminary mechanical test, it became (literally) 

sickenly evident that a human operator could not tolerate continous 
rotation at the necessary rate. That's how necessity is the mother of 
invention. 


More stories such as these are documented throughout the book. Covered 
are: RADAR, weapons and ammunition, medical research and 
chemical/biological research.
